MOTHER SHIPTON’S _ PROPHECY 


"When reading an American paper 


recently, I was filled with amazement | | 


when I read-through the poems of 
Mother Shipton, which I found print- 
ed there, says an exchange. 

Mother Shipton, who was born dur | 
ing the reign of Henry VIL, was look | 
ed upon as a witch in her day. Her 
poems, which were published after 
her death, contained what must’ be 
regarded today as remarkable pro- 
phecies. Her knowledge was ascribed 
to an alliance with the devil. From 
whatever sources that foresight came 
it can only be regarded as marvellous | 

Many people have heard of Mother 
Shipton, but, as few have read her 
poem in detail, it will possibly be of 
interest to many of our readers. Here 
it is:

_ Suggestion that Alberta farmers 
earmark the returits they are to re- 
ceive from their wheat» participa- 
tion certificates for Sixth Victory 
Loan bond purchases was made by 
officers of the Provincial War Fin- 
ance Committee here today. 

According to a statement tabled 
in the House of Commons recently 
by the Minister of Trade ang Com- 
merce, the Canadian Wheat Board 
had an over-all. surplus on its Gpera 
tions for the crop years 1940-41, 
1941-42 and 1942-43 estimated at 
around 840 million. 


It is understood participation 


producers, and that settlements for 
the balance of the crop years will 
be forthcoming during the next few 
months. Alberta will share substan 
tially in this. Generally speaking, 
therefore, the position of our wheat 
growers is much more Satisfactory 
than they, or anyone else, have 
credited, 


While there will be some neces- 
sary calls on these monies, the War 


“Finance officials agreed, much of 


them will constitute reserves in the 
farmers’ hands, and it is hoped 
Sixth Victory Loan bonds will be- 
come the mediums by which the re 
serves are carried. During past 
loans, the officials point out, the 
citizens of our wheat growing areas 
have responded in creditable man- 
ner, but many,of them. have been 
fotced to limit their bond purchas- 
es through low wheat-incomes. In 
the Sixth Loan they have the oppor 
tunity to make arrangements for 
purchases, confident that their 
wheat participation payments will 
liquidate the obligations they incur 
in so doing.

“The Wartime Prices and Trade 
Board recently announced a ‘plan 
whereby a subsidy of fifty cénts 
per pound will be paid on all pack 
‘age bees imported into Canada from 
the United States: between March 1 
and June 15, 1944. Application for 
the subsidy must be made to. the 
Commodity Prices Stabilization Cor 
poration, Ottawa, within ninety 
days after receiving the bees. Those 
purchasing bees from an importing 
agency within Canada cannot claim 
the subsidy as this will be allowed 
in the prices paid to such agents. 
The Wartime Prices and Trade 
Board require all beekeepers, irre- 
spective of the number of colonies 
kept, to register with the Board. 
Those producing less than 4,000 
pounds of honey may register with 
their nearest Local Ration Board 
while those producing more than 
4,000 pounds must register with the 
nearest branch of the ‘Ration Ad- 
ministration, otherwise permits to 
purchase sugar for the feeding of 
bees may be refused by the Provin 
cial Apiarist to whom application 
for such permit, must be directed. 
Bees Require Protection From Cold 
The location of hives should be 
carefully selected so that they are 
sheltered from cold winds but ex- 
posed to warm sunshine, says W.G. 
le Maistre, Provincial Apiarist. The 
wrapping of each hive with a sheet 
of black tar paper is an advantage. 
The black surface absorbs the heat 
from the sun, and this greatly as- 
sists the bees in keeping the hive 
temperature up during. sunny 
weather. Futhermore, if the supers 
do not fit exactly, the crack is cov- 
ered by the tar paper; thus eliminat 
ing cold draughts-caused by winds 
blowing on the hives. The bees 
themselves generate heat, but the

Creep Feeding of Young Stock 

Much money is lost as a result of 
retarded growth in young live stock 
For the best development of any 
animal, the most economical plan 
is continual normal growth. Foals, 
calves, lambs or pigs, thrive better 
as a result of the extra trouble and 
feed supplied in a creep, where 
older stock cannot ‘reach it, says 
E. Van Nice; Dominion Experiment 
al Station, Scott, Sask. 

It is a radical change from amilk 
diet to a raw grain ration. The more 
‘gradual the change is made the 
better. Young pigs will start eating 
quite. young if they have an oppor- 
tunity to nibble at a special, easily 
digested dry meal mixture as often 
as they like. At about four weeks 
of age they often find their mothers 
milk reduced in quantity just when 
they need an increased ration, If 
they are in pens or dry lots, the 
only other source of feed may be at 
the mother's trough, which is not 
satisfactory. It is at this time that 
creep feeding of a special ,meal 
mixture is particularly desirable. 

Foals, calves, and lambs may be 
on, pasture with their 
actually lose weight without the 
knowledge of the owner for during 
the heat of summer, the pasture of- 
ten becomes dry and short, At the 
Dominion Experimental Station at 
Scott, Sask., creep feeding of young 
stock has proved to. be quite bene- 
ficial and is recommended for help 
ing the young stock over the most 
critical part of their lives and in 
turn increasing net profits to the 
owner. 

The self feeder is a satisfactory 
inethod of feeding in all cases as 
the young stock will approach full 
feed gradually while they are first 
learning to take solid food. In case 
of young pigs being trough fed, dry 
chop is preferable, since moist chop 
often sours before it is consumed.

Rates of Seeding 
- Recent experiments made by the 
on Experimental Farms and 


‘that farmers at times have lost 
ne yield by sowing their grains 
at too low a rate per acre. Grains 


which have large kernels such as 


Red Bobs, Marquis and Regent 
wheat, and such barley varieties as 
Plush, Newal, Warrior, Sunalta, 
Rex and Hannchen need to be sown 
at a higher rate to the acre than 
smaller kerneled varieties such as 
Thatcher wheat or Gartons 0.A.C, 
21, Mensury, Wisconsin 38, Regal, 
Prospect and Titan barleys. 

It is further found that if seeding 
is delayed for afly reason -than a 
heavier rate of seeding is required 
to obtain the same yield. ° 
. It is discovered also that if the 
land is light and sandy, early seed 
ing will give better results than 
late seeding. Somewhat heavier 
seeding of any grain, too, will help 
better .to control weeds. 

The Dominion Experimental 
Farm, Lethbridge, tell us that they 
have found there is no advantage to 
be gained in lighter sowing because 
of a dry season. i 

All in all, then, it would appear 
that there is some risk of a loss in 
yield by sowing at too low a rate. 
Whenever, therefore; the farmer is 
in doubt it would appear that heav-
